The amendment filed on 5/21/2004 cancelling all claims drawn to the elected Invention (i.e., 
claims 4-6, 14-21 and 23-24) and presenting only claims drawn to a non-elected invention is non- 
responsive (MPEP § 821.03). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention 
because newly added claims 73-87 are drawn to patentably distinct inventions as set forth in the 
restriction requirement mailed 12/12/2003 (see the inventions of Groups XVI and XVII). Originally, 
Applicant provisionally elected with traverse the Invention of Group IV (claims 4-6, 14-21 and 23-24) 
on 12/3/2003 and confirmed the eletion of Group IV with traverse in the paper filed 5/21/2004. The 
originally elected Invention of Group IV is drawn to a composition comprising an antibody that binds a 
85P1B3-related protein and modulates the status of 85P1B3, and a hybridoma that produces said 
antibody. 

Since the above-mentioned amendment appears to be a bona fide attempt to reply, applicant 
is given a TIME PERIOD of ONE (1 ) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS, whichever is longer, from the 
mailing date of this notice within which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid 
abandonment.
